PHILIPPE VERDIER NAMED CONSULTATIVE CURATOR AT THE CLEVELAND MUSEUM OF ART 

The appointment of Philippe Verdier, Professor Emeritus of the History of 
Art at the University of Montreal, as Consultative Curator for Early Western Art 
at The Cleveland Museum of Art has been announced by Museum Director Sherman E. Lee. 
Verdier will be with the Museum through the end of this year. 

A citizen of France and Canada, Verdier was born in Lambersart, France. He 
has studied and taught in France, Spain, Italy, Canada, and in the United States. 

In addition, Verdier has worked with a number of European and American museums and 
galleries. He was a curator at The Walters Art Gallery in Baltimore for twelve years 
and at the Museum of Art of The Carnegie Institute in Pittsburgh for two years . 

Conversant in Latin, Greek, Spanish, Italian, and Russian, Verdier has 
published numerous books and articles in fields covering the history of Western 
art from ancient Rome through the twentieth century. 

Verdier is a member of a number of arts organizations including the International 
Association of Byzantine Studies, the Executive Council of the University Art 
Association of Canada, and the International Center of Medieval Art. He is a 
member of the Royal Society of Canada, and currently represents Canada on the 
International Committee of Art History (C.I.H.A.). 

Verdier and his wife, Patricia, have three daughters and a son who are currently 
studying at American colleges.
